The extremely thin overall height of the 
PORTA-TRACE unit permits it to be slip- 
ped under a string-type parallel rule merely 
by loosening the string slightly. Rubber feet 
hold the PORTA-TRACE in position, even 
at an acute angle, but it can be easily shifted 
to permit drawing at various angles as shown. 
Facilitates tracing of sketches, faint blue- 
prints; shows up gray lines and other inking 
defects, and speeds drying of ink.
